WORK STARTED ON GYM 


The concrete foundation of the 
main structure at the new Tech is 
Practically completed, and work has 
begun on the power house and the 
gymnasium. Faced at the base with 
glistening white marble slabs, the 
brick walls of the west wing have 


risen in some places to a height of 
twenty feet. 

Structural steel work is under way, 
and steel columns supporting the au- 
ditorium have been raised and set in 
place. A big two-ton boom derrick 
will hoist the girders that are to form 
the immense skeleton of the super- 
structure. 

Steam shovels are on the spot to 
eut away a big hill and level the 
ground in preparation for the plaza 
and the stadium. 

The job of the government building 
inspector has recently grown to such 
proportions that two assistants have 
been employed. 

In two or three weeks the east 
wing of the principal structure will 
rise above its foundation, and in a 
few months the walls of the new Tech 
will be visible from many points of 
Washington.

Tech Boy Who Won Second Place in 
National Music Contest Plays 
For Lower Classmen 


Isaac Minovich, sixteen-year-old 
violinist of the Tech Orchestra, played 
before an assembly of lower class- 
men, Wednesday, November 10, Mino-

In telling of a former occasion when 
he had heard Minovich, Doctor Barnes, 
director of music in the Washington 
schools, said: “It seemed that I was 
listening to someone much older and 
more experienced than Isaac.” 

Minovich Tells of Contests 

On being interviewed by a “Tech 
Life” reporter, the young musician) 
told a little about the contests in 
which he participated. :

It is cus- 
tomary to wash the chain off before 
putting it down in the chain locker, 
so the first mate asked for a fire hose. 
One of the men went out to get one 
but was unable to find a fire hose and 
instead brought a fire extinguisher, 
asking where the fire was. This shows 
how ignorant we really were. The 
sailors were then tested for the se- 
lection of three helmsmen among them 
to steer the ship.

Ship Anchors in Kings Bay 

The weather was bad all the way 
across the Atlantic. At Trondhjem, 
Norway, we picked up an ice pilot, 
also a Pathe man, and a New York 
Times reporter from Paris. From 
Trondhjem on to Spitzbergen the 
Weather was fine, 

On April 28, 1926, at about four oO” 
clock, we sighted the island, and at 
4:30 p.m. the following day we en- 
tered Kings Bay where we found the 
only dock taken up by Amundsen’s 
ship. We were told that the “Heim- 
dal” was coaling, and would not leave 
the dock for a couple of weeks. As 
we could not wait so long, we anchored 
out on the bay. 

It was necessary, however, that the 
Planes be taken ashore and, as a 
scheme to this end, one of the ship’s 
officers suggested that we use the life 
boats and build a pontoon to carry 
the planes ashore. We immediate- 
ly commenced to build it, lowering the 
four life boats and lashing them to- 
gether crosswise and lengthwise. We 
laid two planks across the two for- 
ward boats and the two after boats; 
then two planks were laid lengthwise, 
thus making a square frame-work as 
a platform. We worked all night 
in a heavy snow. At six o'clock in 
the morning it was finished and the 
small plane placed on it. At eight 
o’clock it was ready to be taken a- 
shore, but a large iceberg in front of 
four landing place prevented this. 

Demas Provides Amusement 

In order to reach shore we were 
forced to walk on the ice pans and 
bergs. After two of the men had 
successfully accomplished this feat, 
it was my turn. As I walked over 
one of the ice pans, it suddenly broke 
between my feet, but I “hopped” to 
another, quickly, I assure you. When 
about six yards from shore, in my

hurry I stepped on a small berg which 
was not large enough to sustain my 
weight, so I fell into the water, the 
temperature of which was only about 
15 to 18 degrees! The men on shore 
threw me a rope and I was soon pulled 
in, but the incident furnished amuse 
ment for that day. Only through 
continual work did I keep my legs 
from freezing before I reached the 
ship. 

Some of the other men had taken 
the small plane ashore at high tide, 


vented us from fitting it on the 
lage. The pontoon and the fuselage 
were removed to the stern of the 
and a man, furnished with 


the hatch, but on account of a strong 
wind it was not until ten o’clock the 
next morning that we were able te’ 
fit the giant wing on the fuselage. 
It was a rather difficult job, as the pan- 
toon was moving up and down and the 
wing was hanging from the boom 
and whipping right and left. Four 
guide ropes were tied to the wing and 
we tried to keep it as rigid as possible. 
It took us almost half a day to put the! 
Wing in its place on the fuselage. 
Icebergs Pushed Aside A 
After tho four bolts which hold the, 
wing on the fuselage were put in, we 
moved slowly away from the ship 
A small row-boat, containing five men, 
went ahead to push the icebergs aside, 
and four men in the front of the pon- 
toon cleared the way. Eight men 
including myself, oared the pontoon: 
The oars were hooked on the icebergt 
instead of in the water, and wo slowly 
bu€ steadily and surely moved toward 
the landing. Donahue, the Pathe’ 
man, who went in the front boat, got 
on an iceberg, set up his camera, at 
was taking pictures of the pontoon 
when, to his distress, he discovered’ 
that the iceberg was floating out inte 
the bay.

At a meeting of the cadet officers, 
November 11, Captain Van Pelt gavo 
an interesting talk on war games... 
He said: 

“The map maneuver, or war game 
as it is more often called, probably 
is a development or growth of the 
Oriental game of chess. In thé map 
maneuver, pins and colored paper © 
markers, representing bodies of 
troops, may be considered as the equiv- 
alent of the pieces and pawns of the 
chessboard. It appears that the Rus- 
sians were the first to appreciate the 
value of the game as a method of in- 
struction. They officially adopted it 
as early as the nineteenth century. 
About 1870 it was adopted by Eng- 
land and a few years Iater by the 
United States. The value of the 
game is now thoroughly appreciated 
and it is used in all of our service 
schools and many of the universities 
having the advantage of cadet train- 
ing. 

Benefits Derived 

“War games have for their purpose 
the development of the powers of de- 
cision, and the ability to recognize 
and apply logical reasoning and es- 
tablished principles to concrete sit- 
uations. They train the mind to re- 
ceive new situations without confu- 
sion, and to proceed to the solution 
along logical lines of reasoning. 

“This year there will be five teams 
at Tech, one from each of the four 
companies and one from the staff. 
‘These five teams will compose a league 
for practice games, playing twice 
weekly. After five practice games 
are over, the elimination series will 
begin.”

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TECH SHARES HONORS 
WITH WESTERN TEAM 


Defeat of Business Squad in Last 
Inter-scholastic Grid Game of 
Season Causes Tie 


By the smashing victory over Busi- 
ness with a 34 to 7 score, Tech shares 
championship honors with the West- 
ern High eleven. The series, which 
closed with the Tech-Business game 
will be recorded ns one of the most 
exciting in local scholastic history, 
despite the fact that a championship 
cannot be determined because of a 
ruling of the School Board. 

Though trailing at the half in the 
final game of the series, Tech had 
shown the Business squad enough in 
those two periods to indicate what 
was to follow. Out of the smoke of 
the third quarter came two touch- 
downs, and with the insertion of Mul- 
Jen in the Iast quarter Tech’s stock 
mounted another fourteen points.

On six runs, aided 
by splendid interference from ten 
other men, he gained a total of 105 
yards and scored two touchowns,

Oehmann blocked Dobrolow- 
ski’s punt and Casassa scooped up 
the ball, running 10 yards to the 
touchdown which again gave Tech the 
lead. 

Ritter’s off-tackle dashes were the 
feature of another Tech parade to a 
touchdown, Otts inserting the final 
punch with a dive through the line.

Story of Adventure with 
Byrd’s Arctic Expedition

At 1:25 a.m., on May 9, a wonder- 
fully clear day (we were there at the 
beginning of the six months of contin- 
unl daylight, the six months of night 
having ended on April 19), we shook 
hands with Commander Byrd and Mr. 
Bonnett and wished them a success- 
ful flight. Mr, Bennett tuned up the 
motors at full speed and “Jonophine” 
started forward, gaining speed rapid- 
ly. When she was about half way 
down the runway, up she lifted with 
her 10,000 pounds of load. 

Everybody went wild with joy; hates, 


caps and coats were thrown up in the 
air. The plane headed straight for 
the Pole. No time was wasted in cir 
cling around. 

We waited patiently until 4:00 a.m. 
when we recevied a message from 
the plane saying, “Motor behaving 
wonderfully; everything is fine.” By 
five o'clock everybody was getting his 
much needed sleep, for several of us 
had not been in bed for thirty-six 
hours, At twelve o'clock (noon) 
was aroused and asked to relieve the 
man on shore. There I found a pair 
of skis which were not in use, so 
put them on, and, without mentioning 
the number of times that I fell witl 
them, I kept at it all afternoon. Abou 
5:15 p.m., after skiing to the top 0 
the hill and getting some cheese, su 
gar, and coffee, I started toward the 
landing, when suddenly I heard a 
buzz. It got louder and louder. Then 
the whistle of Amundsen’s ship blew, 
and our whistle blew, and I was con- 
vinced that it was the Fokker. 

I looked to the north, the direction 
in which it had gone, and there I saw 
a small speck which looked like a bird 
coming toward me, getting larger 
and larger as it came nearer. In my 
joy and excitement I forgot that I 
was on skis, and down I went, the 
cheese going one way, the sugar and 
coffee pot another! My feet got 
twisted, but I finally managed to get 
the skis off and hurried to the top of 
the hill. The native Norwegians be- 
gan to appear and spread all over the 
field. Mr, Bennett made an attempt 
to land, but some people were in the 
way so he flew up to a safe altitude. 
I ran down the runway a little dis- 
tance, motioning the people to move 
aside and ran back as soon as the 
runway was clear.

Mr, Bennett set the plane down as if 
it were a giant bird. He taxied up to 


the hill from which he started, and 
stopped.

I was the only one of the expedition 
ashore, and was, therefore, the first to

I waited until he throttled 
his motor down, and then opened the 
door and entered the plane just as 
Commander Byrd was getting out of 
the cockpit. I ran up to him, shook 
hands, and congratulated him on his 


field, and the ice is cracked here and 
there, but one can see the water be- 
tween the cracks. 
A dinner was given the next day 
in honor of Captain Amundsen, Ells- 
worth and the rest of the Amundsen 
expedition. After dinner they went 
ashore, and Commander Byrd gave 
Captain Amundsen and Mr, Ellsworth 
his sun compass, drift indicator, sex- 
tant, and some fur clothing which he 
had used. 
On May 11, 1926, at 10:00 a.m., the 
“Norge” left for its flight over the 
top of the world. 
On May 14, Commander Byrd, Mr. 
Bennett, a camera man, and the chief 
engineer of the coal mines, flew to 
find some Norwegian trappers who 
were lost. They found them and then 
dropped some pemmican to them. 
They had built a hut and were carry- 
ing on their hunting. While we were 
waiting for them to return, Pilot 
Parker took me up for a trip on the 
“Oreal.” We flew over Kings Bay, 
over a 250-foot glacier, and also did 
a little stunting. We looped a couple 
of times and came down just as the 
big plane came back. Some of us 
were taken up for a ride of about 
thirty minutes in the big plane. 
Expedition Returns 
The following six days were spent 
in taking the planes apart and get- 
ting the ship’s engines in condition 
for the return voyage. On May 20, 
1926, at 7:15 a.m., we left Kings Bay, 
Spitzbergen for London. The weather 
was fine, and we remained in London 
for eight. days, leaving on June 5 for 
New York. The weather across the 
Atlantic was exceedingly bad, and we 
ran into squall after squall. On June 
23 we entered New York harbor, ac- 
companied by fifteen planes, one des- 
troyer and several tugs. Whistles at 
the harbor welcomed us, and as we 
docked at the Battery, two bands, 
with troops, awaited us. We marched 
to the City Hall where Commander 
Byrd spoke. Mayor Walker presented 
the New York State medal to Com- 
mander Byrd, Mr, Bennett, captain of 
the ship, and the chief engineer. Thus 
ended the Byrd Arctic Expedition.

Patrols to Guard Rifles 

For many years the cadet rifles, 
which line the walls of the lunch- 
room, have been a source of trouble 
for Tech officers. It scems that stu- 
dents who frequent the lunch-room 
have formed the habit of smearing the 
rifles with pie, mustard, ice cream 
and other foods, besides handling the 
rifles, opening the bolts, snapping the 
triggers, and sometimes causing loose 
parts on the exterior of the rifle to 
be lost. 

The problem of how to protect the 
rifles from such vandalism, thus pro- 
longing the use of the rifles and say- 
ing much trouble for those concerned, 
has been confronted for a long time, 
apparently without a remedy. A 
plan presented by Captain Hussey at 
a recent meeting of the Tech Officers’ 
Club is now being tried out. He sug-| 
gests that every day during the 
fourth and fifth periods a patrol of 
four men detailed from one of Tech’s 
companies guard the gun racks to 
protect the rifles from such treat- 
ment as they have received hereto- 
fore. 

This patrol will be under the su- 
pervision of a commissioned officer or 
sergeant.

COLLEGE RECOGNIZES 
FOURTH YEAR ENGLISH 


An important step has been taken 
by Mount Holyoke College in the rec- 
ognition of the fourth year of high 
school work in English, an as entrance 
credit. Though the majority of in- 
stitutions at the present time grant 
only three units for four years work 
in English, the action taken by Mount 
Holyoke may soon be followed by 
other colleges. 

The statement issued by Mount 
Holyoke is as follows: 

Recognizing the fact that many 
high schools are giving an English 
course, covering four full years with 
five periods of class work a week, 
Mount Holyoke College has decided to 
allow four units of entrance credit 
for such work. In other words, those 
schools will receive credit for four 
units in English which devote to this 
subject a fourth of the time of a 
regular secondary school course. 

Four Years Study Necessary 

Few schools have been able in less 
than four years to complete the nec- 
essary reading and study of litera- 
ture and also to give adequate train- 
ing in composition. On this training 
in composition, the emphasis of the 
fourth unit should be placed. A less 
extensive English course, covering 
the stated requirements, will still re- 
ceive three units of credit, if it fits 
the student for passing the compre- 
hensive examination. 

In recognizing the fourth unit, the 
college hopes not only to strengthen 
the work in preparatory schools, but 
also to enable freshmen to enter upon 
a college English course more ad- 


PLAYS ON STRADIVARIUS

NEW TECH HIGH NOW 
ONE-THIRD COMPLETE 


Future Home of School Going Up 
With Surprising Rapidity; Scheduled 
For Completion in July, 1928 


Begun last July and going up with 
surprising rapidity, the new Tech, 
situated at Second and T Streets, 
Northeast, now stands one-third com- 
plete, its brick walls and steel gird- 
ers rising high above the hill in which 
its massive foundations are deeply 
imbedded. Owing to good weather 
conditions work is progressing ahead 
of schedule, and with operations run- 
ning smoothly the building will be 
completed in July, 1928, and will be 
ready to receive eighteen hundred 
students the following September, if 
all goes well. 

The walls of Section B, the west 
wing, and a portion of the walls of 
Section C, the cast wing, are up to 
the second floor level. In the auditor- 
ium the concrete floor has been laid, 
and the stage and orchestra pit are 
beginning to look like the real things. 

Lunchroom Practically Complete 

The new lunchroom, which is di- 
rectly beneath the auditorium, {s prac- 
tically complete. Two open courts, one 
at each side of the lunchroom, are 
partly surrounded by covered walks, 
or cloisters. P 
The walls of the building that will 
house the armory, gymnasium, and 
rifle range, have been brought up to 
the level of the first floor. Structural 
steel work on the power house is well © 
under way. 

A retaining wall has been put up at 
the base of the high terrace on the 
east front of the building. 

Engineer Gives Statistics 
James L. Murphy, Civil Engineer, 
last week gave a TECH LIFE re- 
porter some interesting statistics. He 
said, “There are seven million bricks 
in the job, and so far one and three- 
quarter million have been laid. Over 
four thousand cubic yards of concrete 
haye been poured. Twelve carloads 
of Georgia marble have been used, and 
two hundred and twenty-five tons of 
structural steel set in place.” 

There are nearly three hundred men 
at work on the new Tech; one hun- 
dred and twenty-five laborers, sixty- 
five bricklayers, twenty carpenters, 
twelve iron workers, six steamfitters, 
six plumbers, and five stone setters.

Baseball Squad Now Training 
in the School’s “‘Back Yard’’ 


Sixty-one Candidates Are Out For) 


Team; Coach Glenn Gives 
“Skull Practices” 


The Tech baseball squad is now 
practicing in the “back yard” on Ma- 
rion Street in good weather, and in 
bad weather Mr. Glenn, the coach, 
takes the team indoors to explain 
some fine points of the game. The 
boys have been given eight “skull 
practices,” Mr. Glenn’s pet name for 
his talks. The subjects taken up were 
training, bunting, batting, base run- 
ning, position play, offensive play, de- 
fensive play, and signals. 

Through the courtesy of Coach Col- 
lins, the Tech batteries will be per- 
mitted to use the Business High 
gym, for practice. A little later the 
whole squad will start regular prac- 
tice at the Washington barracks, 
Just now they are catching with their 
bare hands to get them tough for 
the season, but, of course, when they 
go to the barracks, they will use 
gloves. 

Sixty-One Are Candidates 

At present there are nine out for 
catcher, thirteen for pitcher, two for 
third base, eight for second base, 
eleven for first base, two for short 
stop, and sixteen for out-field. 

The squad is made up mostly of 
young material with only two candi- 
dates in their last year at Tech. 

Tech is, as usual, handicapped by 
the lack of a field on which to prac- 
tice, but in spite of that, everything 
is coming along finely, and the team 
shows good prospects.

Foreefal Address Before 
Entire Brigade 


The ceremonies at which one hun- 
dred and twelve officers of the Wash- 
ington High School Cadet Corps re- 
ceived commissions took place at the 
Central High School auditorium, Mon- 
day, March 2. 
Mr. Stephen Kramer, assistant su- 
perintendent of schools, introduced Mr. 
Charles F. Carusi, president of the 
Board of Education, who stated that 
President Coolidge, who had been 
invited to the exercises, declined be- 
cause of pressing business, but ex- 
tended his congratulations to the of- 
ficers of the corps. 
The principal address of the after- 
noon was delivered by Major-General 
Douglas McArthur, commander of 
the Third Corps area of the United 
States army. He told the cadets to 
combat the “heresies” circulated by 
propagandists demanding total dis- 
armament. 

Speaks of War 
“No one who has seen war cares 


to look on its ugly face again,” he 
said, “but with the red menace in 
Russia, and turmoil and disorder 
in other parts of the world, there 
is little doubt that some day our 
streets once more will be filled with 
marching men.” 

The speaker declared America 
might as well dismiss her physicians 
and community fire departments, as 
to fail to maintain reasonable pre- 
paredness. He paid high tribute to 
the corps and the records of those who 
have passed through its course of 
training. 

“Although military in bearing,” he 
said, “you are not militaristic in be- 
liefs or ambitions.”

Although they are jeopardizing life and limb, impeding traf- 
fic on busy thoroughfares, and making themselves a nuisance 
to the public, students with the old familiar, “Hey, Mister, take 
us up!” persist in disobediently soliciting free transportation 
from passing motorists.

In order to attract the attention of passing autoists, stu- 
dents stand so far out in the street that, to avoid striking them, 
it is necessary for vehicles to swerve out of the normal paths, 
and, in some cases, almost to run over on the left side of the 
thoroughfare. This is dangerous, particularly when the street 
is crowded, as a sudden turn to right or left may mean a colli- 
sion, resulting, no doubt, in injuring the occupants of the ve- 
hicles and also those who, monopolizing the street begging for a 
“lift,” are actually responsible for the accident. 

Moreover, it must be remembered that the owner of an au- 
tomobile is liable for the injury or death of any passengers who 
may be in his car. The students who solicit transportation on 
the street should realize that when they are taken into an au- 
tomobile, they are placing a great responsibility on the should- 
ers of the man or woman who has been kind enough to help them. 

Not long ago a jury in New York City decided that a woman 
had to pay $25,000 because two children who were given a “lift” 
in her automobile were seriously injured when the car was 
wrecked at a railroad crossing. 

Of course, that is only one of many similar cases. Such 
things are continually occurring in spite of the efforts of par- 
ents, teachers, and even of the Police Department to make school 
children more careful. 

Also, asking for rides is no better than begging, and those 
that follow such a practice are no better than beggars. 

In order that no Tech student may be called a beggar, that 
motorists may no longer be annoyed by such nuisances, and that 
lives may not be placed in danger, let us all do our best to make 
obsolete the cry, “Hey, Mister, take us up!”

The cast and faculty advisers deserve to be congratulated on mak- 
ing every stumbling block a stepping stone to success. Too much 
commendation cannot be given them. 

This is the first time that Tech has won a battalion drill since 
1923. For a period of four years the cadets have striven and 
failed; but now the Tech spirit, which has been lying dormant for 
so long, has risen to the surface, and our battalion has accom- 
plished a feat which will go down in the annals of the cadet corps 
and the records of our school. 

Captain Van Pelt deserves no little credit. It is due to his 
careful observation and prudent guidance that our battalion 
reached that state of perfection which enabled it to do that which 
it failed to accomplish for four years. It was his patient instruc- 
tion which enabled the battalion to become proficient even down 
to minor details. 

The cadets at Tech are out of their slump. They have won 
the war game series, received first place unofficially in the annual 
R.0.T.C. inspection, and now they have won first place in the bat- 
talion drill.

Nearly 100 Rooms Have to be Cleaned, 
Halls and Stairs Serubbed, and 
Windows Washed 


The janitors at Tech have pl 
of work to do. There are 93 eae 
Serial laboratories, shops, stock 

ms, offices, etc.—to be kept clean, 
These comprise 70,000 square feet of 
floor area in addition to four corri- 
dors with a total of 15,000 square feet 
@ terrazzo floor, and 3400 square 
feet of stair treads. The latter must 

e washed frequently to keep them 
in good condition, 

A large part of the floor space is 
eccupied by the shops and the lunch- 
room, where the character of the 
floor makes the sweeping of it all the 
more difficult. 

There are also 13,500 square feet of 
sidewalk which must be swept daily 
and kept free from ice and snow in 
winter. 

The total glass area, including win- 
dows and transoms, is approximately 
10,000 square feet. 

The plumbing fixtures in the build- 
ing make another large item in the 
work required of the janitors. 

The hours of the force are from 
6:30 am. to 6 p.m., or until their 
work is finished. The janitors are 
permitted to leave at 12 noon on Sat- 
urdays. When the school is not in 
session, the hours are from 7:30 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. 

The combined salaries of the jani- 
tor force amount to $7,800 a year. All|" 
employees are allowed 30 days an- 
nual leave with pay. 

This information was given to 
TECH LIFE by Mr. Jones, supervisor 
of the janitor force, who has been at 
Tech since 1910.

Colonel Frank Daniel Commanded 
Brigade of Ten Companies in 1897 


Recalls Days When Cadets Drew 
Throngs of Spectators to 
Witness Battle 


Back in the days of ’96 and ’97 
when Tech’s principal was known as 
Captain, and later, as Colonel Frank 
C. Daniel, the Washington High 
School Cadet Brigade comprised ten 
four-squad companies, equipped with 
clumsy, antiquated rifles, and having 
for uniforms plain blue suits cut af- 
ter Civil War patterns. 

Even though there were no “cadet 
nights” or “cadet suppers” given for 
the corps then, drilling was carried 
on so enthusiastically that school au- 
thorities, in order to keep the cadets 
from overworking, found it neces- 
sary to shorten the hours of drill. 

Cadets Worked Hard 

Mr, Daniel, who attended Central 
High School during his career as © 
cadet, remembers when he marched 
up and down and practiced the 
manual of arms with his company in 
the armory from 6 o'clock in the eve- 
ning until near midnight. 

The annual sham battle was popu- 
lar then, Mr. Daniel states, and 
throngs of spectators gathered 
around the White Lot to watch the 
cadets maneuver and fire blank car- 
tridges at each other. A group of 
army officers, acting as judges of 
the battle, picked the victorious de- 
tachment. 

The competitive drill was just as 
big an event in the lives of the ca- 
dets as it is now. The first place 
‘company was invited to supper at 
the home of Allison Nailor, donor 
of the medal for the winning cap- 
tain, while the less fortunate com- 
panies consoled themselves by wan-

There are students, who, when they are about to graduate, 
realize that they lack the necessary number and the required type 
of credits to enter the college which they wish to attend. Either 
through negligence or ignorance on their part they have failed 
during their course to pursue the subjects which would enter 
them into the institutions of their choice. 

Colleges differ greatly in the type of work offered, and, to 
some degree, in their entrance requirements. Hence, one should 
select his college, preferably in the first semester, and make his 
program conform to its requirements. It is not too late, however, 
to do this if the student is as far advanced as the fifth semester, 
if he is willing to carry five academic subjects in his last two 
years. i 
There are many scholarships available for which applications 
have not been made, The reason for this apathy on the part of 
the seniors is apparent. They are, for the most part, unable to 
meet the requirements necessary for entering the colleges. There 
-are many who would have been able to carry off these scholarships 
on personal ability had they taken the proper work in their lower 
semesters. 

It is too late for the seniors to remedy the unfortunate situa- 
tion; but the underclassmen can profit by this error by pursuing 
the necessary subjects while it is not yet too late.

ROOF OF NEW TECH 
TO BE ON BY OCTOBER 


All Rooms on First Floor of the 
Main Building Have Been 
Partitioned 


With preparations already under 
way for completing the roof of the en- 
tire main building within four 
months, work at the new Tech is going 
forward ahead of the scheduled time; 
land what is destined to be the finest 
high school in Washington is rapidly 
assuming vast proportions in tower- 
ing walls of brick, concrete, and steel. 

With walls practically complete, 
and a section already roofed over, the 
power house, situated just south of 
the main building, will in a few days 
ibe ready for the installation of the 
three 5-ton boilers and other heating 
system equipment which has already 
been shipped to the new Tech. 


Balcony Under Construction 

Having laid the sloping concrete 
floor and built the brick walls up to 
second story height, workmen are 
now setting steel trusses which are 
to support the balcony In the audi- 
torium. With the addition of a few 
more bricks and the roof which is 
scheduled to go on soon, the stage 
nd orchestra pit will be all ready for 
the Tech 1929 spring play. 

All rooms on the first floor of the 
main building have been partitioned 
off. The shaft for a freight elevator 
has been made in Section C, the south 
wing, which is to house the shops. 
No stairways have been built yet. 


Main Entrance Imposing 

According to the architect's draw- 
ings the main entrance of the new 
Tech will be made imposing with 
40-foot, marble columns and three 
spacious doorways. W. W. Knox, en- 
gineer at the building, stated that 
In the main entrance alone seven car- 
loads of marble will be used. 

The columns to be placed at the 
entrance were shipped to the new 
Tech in sections, each of which is 
estimated to weigh two tons. They 
have not been removed from the 
crates. 

Over each doorway will be placed 
ia large stone plaque representing a 
human head. Several of these have 
nlready ‘arrived at the building, but 
Ihaye not been unpacked, 

Mr. Knox, who proffered the in- 
formation on the new Tech to a re- 
porter of this paper, is a graduate 
lof ‘Western High School, and while 
there, served on the WESTERN 
BREEZE staff.

Charles H. Tompkins, now a promi- 
nent Washington engineer and con- 
tractor, was president of the first Mc- 
Kinley graduating class, When inter- 
viewed at his residence, 1610 Park 
Road, northwest, Mr. Tompkins re- 
called some of the experiences of his 
high school days in 1901-02, when he 
was known as Captain Tompkins of 
Company C. 

“The competitive drill,” said the ca- 
det commander of twenty-five years 
ago, “was held in a field at Fifteenth 
street and Florida avenue, northeast. 
It was just bare ground there—no 
grass, and we often had to go through 
extended order in the mud.” 

Captain Tompkins had a crack cadet 
unit, and fellow students were confi- 
dent that he would capture the com- 
petitive drill flag; but luck was not 
on the side of Tech that year. 

“The entire brigade in 1902 con- 
sisted of a single regiment of eight 
companies. Tech had two; Central 
and Business each had two; Western, 
one; and Eastern, one.”
